McConnell was a native of Ireland 


and about 44 years of age, according 
to the dates upon discharge papers 
from the U. S. Army.

If they object, why place all of us on 
the same level; I'm handicapped and 
carrying too much weight." 


Mr. Manheim spoke in an eloquent 


manner and his argument apparently 
impressed the councilmen. -On motion

The movement to secuie land in this im- 
mediate vicinity, evidently for yard and other purposes 
incident to such an important station as Reno would be 
under such arrangements, is certainly pretty conclusive 
evidence tha.t the projectors aie seriously considering the 
matter if they have not yet fully arrived at such conclu- 
sion or are not yet prepared to make official announce- 
ment of their intention. 
But there is still another and 


perhaps more potent reason for the inference, if not the 
conviction, that the connection above mentioned will be 
made. The rumored routes to the north and south of us are 
through sections but sparcely populated and but of small 
commercial importance compared with the one which 
would be traversed by a partly parallel line wjth the 
Central Pacific between Salt Lake City and the eastern 
slope of the Sierra Nevadas. As a matter of fact Reno is 
too ImpottT't a point to be overlooked or ignored unless 
for reasons that are not apparent to the minds of those 
not familiar with railway construction or conveisant with 
the business methods of railway corporations. That the 
road Is to cross the Sierras at Beckwith Pass is definite- 
ly settled and certainly there are no such engineering 
difficulties to overcome between this point and that as 
would have any important weight in casting the balance 
adversely to the route which we have good cause to be- 
lieve will be chosen, if it has not already been detei mined 
upon. 


What this would mean for Reno is almost beyond the 


power of comprehension. 
Apart from the advantages of 


a competatlve line in the matters of freight transporta- 
tion, the amount of additional business it would natural- 
ly create would render the first named proposition of 
minor importance. It would at least double our popula- 
tion inside of two years after the completion of the road to 
this paint, with a coi responding addition of business of all 
kinds, the natural and inevitable lesult of the populous 
growth of the city. The construction of the road with A 
terminal point at Reno, would moreovei-, in all probabil- 
ity, prove an Impetus to railroad extension north and south 
of here. It Is only a question of time when the N. C. O. 
will extend its tracks to some point on the great Oregon 
line* ami the same with the C. &. C. whose southern ter- 
minus, will eventually be located at Los Angeles. The con- 
nection of the Western Pacifls with Reno will naturally 
hasten such extensions, when Reno will be in connection 
with tidewater 'from the four points of the compass. Our 
Riversiide City will then, as a railroad center be a minia- 
ture Chicago and a "right smart chance" of a miniature at 
that.

He will proceed to exterminate, 
one after another, all the smaller industries that in any 
way can act as competitoru of his great trust. 


Mr. Rockefeller controls the oil trade of the United 


States and largely the oil trade of the world. He is the 
magnate of copper production. His latest move in the- In- 
dustrial world has made Jilm the master of the steel bus- 
iness, 


Of what value is it for a platitudinous president to 


write from the White House that we must shackle cunning 
as we have in the past overthrown force;- while all the 
time Rockefeller is absorbing- more and more unto himself 
of the country's industries? Of what value is it4for honest
